“He himself [Citrine] was 
satisfied that the Russians re- 
garded our power stations aS 
the nerve centre of British in- 
dustry and that they had made 
special efforts to get influence 
among workers in power 
stations.

Unicef will 
fight Central 
Africa child 
mortality

Unicef committed itself today 
to a huge and urgent invest- 
ment in the future of the Cen. 
tral African Republic. Mr. 
James Grant, the director gen- 
eral of the United Nations 
children’s fund, ended a five. 
day tour of the country with 
the sigaature of an agreement 
on cooperation which he pro- 
mised to transform into prac- 
tical aid in the shortest pos- 
sible time. 

He said that the country had 
an infant mortality rate of 
about 200 deaths per thousand 
births within the . first year, 
“This means that tens of 
thousands of children are dying 
each year. This is really an 
acute, silent emergency.” 

After four as of visiting 


hospitals, schools and what 
might be defined ‘as . govern- 
ment projects both .in gui 


and the surrounding coun 
side, Mr Grant was ro doubt 
shocked by the appalling con- 
ditions, 

The country’s main hospital 


equipment is antiquated and its 
medicines are inadequate and 
often outdated. In the mater- 
nity home, mothers sometimes 
have to share beds. In child- 
ren’s wards the mother often 
is found kneeling by litrle ‘cots 
with two ‘children in them, vir- 
tually swapping dieseases. 

„„ În the countryside things are, 
if anything, worse. Medical staff 
are a rarity and equipment al- 
most non-existent’ Unwanted 
children are thrown out into the 
market place to starve or fend 
for themselves. Boys scavenge, 
beg and steal, Presentable girls 
haunt hotel foyers as prosti- 
tutes. . 

These signs of appalling pow 
erty are all wrong in a country 
where there are plenty of fish 
and the soil and climate favour 
agriculture on a large scale. 
Game is still available, and the 
population at three milion is 
small enough to be able to sur- 
vive on the land. 

In addition, the country is 
rich in minerals, especially 
diamonds, bur these have con- 
tributed little more than a false 
wealth. They attracted few but 
the get-rich-quick settlers. After 
independence, they helped to 
give delusions of grandeur to 
self-appointed Emperor Jean- 
Bedel Bokassa. 

With active French help the 
Emperor was toppled and 
President David Dacko installed 
as a careraker head of state.

The memory of one particu- 
far incident always brings 
souiles to the faces of repor- 
ters who covered the final 
stages of Mr Reagan’s election 
campaign.

Bahrain, April 1—An Islamic 
mission seekiog to halt che 
Iraq-Iran war returned to Saudi 
Arabia today, apparently hav- 
ing failed to persuade Iraq to 
change its terms for a cease- 
fire.

President Saddam Husain ‘of 
Iraq told the mission last night 
that, while Baghdad did not 
want any Iranian territory, it 
would not allow anyone to hold 
Iraqi land or water.

Before Lord Justice Ormrod and 
Mr Justice Webster 
[Judgment delivered March 26] 

A case iı which Iwo merl 
arrived seven minutes late at courr 
to surrender to their ball and were 
charged with absconding, with the 
clerk to the justices acting as 
prosecutor and giving evidence, 
was described by the Divisional 
Court as a ** legal pantomime "". 

Their Lordships granted anı order

tenary dise. There was nothing 
here as gripping as the crowd 
choruses in Boris Godunov al- 
though the chorus of Priest- 
esses from Salammbé has a 
sensuous beauty reminiscent of 
similar moments ir Khgvan- 
shchina, and the Temple Scene 
from Oedipus (both operas are 
fragmentary) works its way to 
a stirring climax, with positive 
orchestral assistance. 

The four orchestral pieces 
which began the concert were 
all unadulterared Mussorgsky. 
Of special value is the com- 
posers own version of the tone- 
poem St John’s Night on Bald 
Mountain, . quite different in 
every respett from the well- 
‘known Rimskyfied work, and 
for me much more individual 
and captivating. The symphonic 
interflêzêo in B minor (not on 
the record) proved less appeal- 
ing than Stasov’s description of 
itş origin in a peasanr scene 
observed by Mussorgsky. But 1t 
was -a happy, ‘and revealing, 
conumemoraton; 


entitled to all bbemselves 
brothers. 

Shaggy as Samsons unshorn, 
they have a hang-loose, hippie- 
ish air that identifies them as 
American college graduates of 
fairly recent date bur belies 
their .professionalism and pre- 
cision.

responsibility to the voting 
public. : 

A British Prime Minister and 
Cabinet, however, are not 
directly elected. The electorate 
car only reach them through 
Parliament, where they must 
have a majority.

The analogy with the Great 


' Depression is often made by those 


who udvocate traditional Keynesian 
remedies tn current unemployment. 
There ure, however, materiul dif.

1920s. 

Keynes's analysis of the unem- 
ployment of the 1930s rusted on tuo 
failures of the capiralist system. 
First. there was thr downward 
rigidity of monev wagers which, in a 
perind uf general def! ar con- 
stant price levels, resulte un in 
ability on the part of warkers ta 
price rhemselves into inb’ d clear 
the labour marker, Serondlv. rhere 
was rhe failure of interest rates to 
fal! rhrough ile “ liquidity trap " to 
11 inrestment tn rive ro equal 
tı the full smploymenr in- 
came level, It i$ clear thar neither 
ef these Keynesiun cxplaniarions 
appl to the 19804 recession, Cnn- 
tinuitg rapid inflation makes nomi. 
nal w riqidity insifnificanı and 
alsa has had the effecl af pruduc- 
ing negative real Interest rates in 
each of the lasr five year's. 

The basis of Kevnes’s analvsiç of 
unremplormenr cauilibrium iust does 
not exist in rhe 1980s, We must look 
for the causes and cıuıres of nr 
Ployment olsewheru. The restrictive 
practices and harzgaining nover of 
the unions are surely a nrime cause. 
They fnrce real wages above the full 
empluvment level to the advantage 
of rhcir members but to the disad- 
rantage Df your newcomers to the 
labour farce. This must be rhe 
fundamental cause of longterm un- 
employment. 

Government then compounds the 
problem by peniulizing both the 
hiring and, more imparrantlv, the 
firing nf workers. There are alsn 
many goad reasons why firms refuse 
tu invest even when interest rates 
are consistently negative in real 
terms. Government needs to investi. 
gate the micro-economic Caırses and 
come up with the corresponding cor- 
rectors. An overall boost to demand 
is not the answer. 

Another major difference between 
our Current unemplnvment and the 
1930s is thar the 1980s represents a 
period of rapid technological 
change. Britain has been slower than 
ather Western countries to respond 
to these changes. Much of the 
current unemployment represènts a 
shakeout that can only lead to 
greatet productivity and prnsperi 
in the longer term. However, this 
Productivity which haç heen pain- 
ully achieved by private sector 
tirms will sinrply be <quandered if 
the Gnvernmenr resorts to spending 
Its way out of recession.

Uprising!

(Hodder & Stoughton, £13.50) 


David Irving has written about 
Hitler and the Third Reich with 
a degree of appreciation which 
few share, to say the least. On 
the one hand he likes to see the 
best in the Yyehrmacht, and arı 
the other he has done what ba 
can lo absolve Hitler from 
responsibility for the mass- 
murdering of Jews. Of course 
the consequence of defeating 
Nazism was cxactly as many had 
predicted, namely the introduc- 
tion at gıın-point of Commun- 
ism into Central Europe by Tie 
Red Army. This baok"s inten 
tion is to show that Communism 
has heen a greater evil than 
Nazism. as evidenced in the 
particular case of Hungary. 

Arter the war Stalin erected 
and ruled this satellites police 
state through his local agents, 
Matyas Ral:osi and a few others 
of the kind, wholly urscrupu« 
lous and ruthless. Communisnı 
kad na popular hasis and could 
be eniorccd only with unprd- 
cedented suffering, described 
here with some glee. Even the 
gartial questioning of Sralinism 
hy Khrusùchev at the Tvrentiet’ 
Parry Congress early in 1955 
exposed the lack of legitimacy 
of the Ruakosi regime. AS a 
direct result in October that 
year, the Communist Party in 
Hungary collapsed. 

This proved one of the 
formative events of the postwar 
age, wal worth examining again 
because. those subjected to 
Soviet imperialism remain ûs 
unarecoiclled to it as ever. Mr 
Irving has made a massiva 
compilation of the many pub- 
lished accounts, and of testi. 
monies of refugess collected 
afterwards and dGeposited in 
American university libraries. 
One or two diplomats, notably 
an attache in the American 
legation, bave made diaries 
available, which confirm rthê 
crippling infirmity of purpose 
in the West. Always assiduous, 
Mr Irving has also interviewed 
survivors in Budapest and evan 
in Moscow, although these 
gleanirgs are inevitably thin, 

Much of the detail serves to 
support a blockbuster styie. Mr 
Irving cannot resist sentences 
like “life went on, unaware that 
death was about to pull onu its 
leather boots and stomp down 
Alexander Brody Street," or 
“He was so nauseous that he 
penned 2 letter of resignation,” 
when presumably “nauseated” 
is meant.

Has monetary 
policy 
been too lax?
